I have received a thought-provoking letter from member Bob Dudek. 
I offer it here, along with an editorial response. 


Dear Harold: 


Thanks for the nice work on the Falcon News. It gets better all 
the time. 


I would like to offer a suggestion in hopes of stimulating other 
members comments on this. 


It seems that the thrust of the Falcon News is primarily the 
restoration to new condition of our beloved Falcons. 'Tis a noble 
ambition, and one that, no doubt, many of our members are into. 
However, I'm sure that many of them are like me, in that we own 
Falcons more for utility than for show. Many of us will never 
obtain a car that is the raw material for show. 


People like us are more interested in stuff like: how to repair a 
stick-shift fulcrum pin after it has worked it's way completely 
out of the column housing; How to repair the fast-idle cam on the 
carbureator after the plastic gets 22 years old and breaks into; 
how to reshim the pulley ring back onto the front crank shaft hub 
after the shim material gets old and dry and too loose; How to 
make a tool that will pull the keeper pins out from behind the 
door handles and window cranks so's one can get inside the door 
and wonder how to invent a new plastic window roller wheel to 
replace the broken one; stuff like that. 


I have some tips on problems like these and I'm sure others do as 
well. Is there any interest in improvisation, or is everyone else 
out there interested only in NOS, (whatever does NOS mean, anyway?) 
Anyway, I'm curious to hear from some other members on this.

Thanks for the constructive criticism, Bob. I think most car 
clubs do cater a bit much to the show-oriented members, perhaps 
including the Falcon Club. In defense of the Falcon News, I 
believe that a fair review of the back issues of the Falcon 
News--with special attention to the technical articles--do deal 
with everyday Falcon maintenance. I recall a particularly 
valuable one submitted by Howie Wheeler of Tolland CT., which 
dealt wit the annoying squeek in the upper "A" frame bushings. 


My object as editor is to serve ALL members of the Falcon Club 
from those who cram ZL-1l1 Chevys into their ‘60 two door sedans, to 
those who have kept their ‘63 convertibles in inert gas since they 
came off of the assembly line. In between are guys like you and 
me who drive our cars to work every day. Irrespective of what 
particular interest an article is intended to serve, it has to 
originate somewhere. The Falcon News is pretty much at the mercy 
of the members as to content. Your raising the various questions 
in your letter is an excellent way to scare up information from 
our members. 


Now to your questions: NOS means New Original Stock--sometimes 
called New Old Stock. It refers to original parts made by the 
original manufacturer and is used primarily to contrast with 
later-day reproduction parts, or with used parts. An NOS front 
fender means one made by FoMoCo and never installed on any car. 
Don't be deceived: some NOS stuff is still in production, 
however. The window rollers you mention are a good example. They 
are available in any parts store. Ask your parts man to see his 
Auveco catalog. You won't believe what all is available. How are 
you gonna get the handles off? With a fancy little item made by 
KD Tools, part number 431. Works like a charm. 


You still pose several problems for which your editor has no 
answer. They are re-numberated here in hopes that a clever member 
will respond: 


1) How to fix the fulcrum pin in the column shifter after it has 
worked its way out of the hole. 


2) How to fix the plastic fast idle cam on the carb after it 
breaks. 


3) How to reshim the pulley ring back on to the front crankshaft 
hub when the shim material is dried and worn out, etc. (I think 
Bob is talking about the outer ring on the harmonic balancer...?) 


How bout it members? Especially you, the improvisors of our 
hobby???

All models have black grill bars, 
rocker panels, and mirrors. The Ghia and "SP" option have blacked upper door frames and 
the panel between the tail lamps. Deluxe models have bright moldings. Styled steel 
wheels with bright hubs are standard with an alloy styled wheel optioned, standard on 


some trim levels. 
The V-8 is gone. A 2.3 Liter four cylinder is standard, Three engine options exist. 


11 are six cylinders: a low compression 3.0 Liter, a high compression 3.6 Liter, and the 
"SP" 3.6 Liter. Two four speed manual and one three speed manual transmissions are avail- 
able. A three speed automatic is also available. 

Aside from the already mentioned options were a choice of vinyl or cloth and vinyl 
trim. A number of more updated small items including power antenea for the front or rear 
are also optioned. 

The Falcon as we know it has proven itself a marketable car twenty four model years 
later. The simple clean lines remain timeless today. Could the 1960 Valient, Corvair, or 
even Comet look so contemparary and modern? The sight of the 1983 Falcon can raise 
couriosity to the Falcon collector. Some of those thoughts may be about parts for your 
older Falcon or how many heads would turn if you could drive into next years FCA 
national meet with one. I wonder how many heads would turn?

In reference to your question in the January newsletter regarding 


the correct value cover and air cleaner colors for the early (in 
this case, Series One) Falcons, perhaps I can be of help. 


I've found that for the early 144 c.i. "Economy Six," which means a 
non-metallic medium dark blue color on both the valve cover and the 
air cleaner, KRYLON'S FORD BLUE, #1909, engine color is the stuff to 
use, It's the closest to an absolute dead-on match to the original 
factory color as one can get, I believe; I've compared the match 
several times. 


In the case of the 170 c.i. "Special Six," KRYLON'S FORD RED, #2106, 
is fantastic. It embodies just the right amount of red-orange red 
and the match with the original is virtually identical. Both colors 
have superb depth and body if applied correctly. Both polish well 
to a high glass and neither will fade, bubble or peel with regular 
engine heat. They dry fast and hard, too, Any good automotive 
outlet should stock these colors and others; perhaps also, K-Mart, 
etc, would have them. 


Another tip: Falcons produced before mid ‘63 come equipped with 
what is called the "mustard top" coil. The Ford part number is 
FAC-12029-A and was rubber-stamped, in pale silver point, with all 
the information concerning said coil on the side. The coils used 
prior to 1962 used the Ford script within the oval emblem, situated 
between the lines of info, and all of the print was contained within 
a rectangular border. Beginning with 1982 models and later, the 
capitalized and printed AUTOLITE design was used, though some 
script/oval were contained in used. In fact, a combo of both the 
autolite and Ford script emblems were sometimes used, (The 
variances seem to depend on the place of manufacture.) The 
combination of the two logos are somewhat hard to find, though, and 
seem to be found on the '64-'65 era engines more commonly. 


Anyhow, back to the "mustard tops": The name "mustard top" results 
because of the coils dried mustard colored bake-lite top (where the 
coil wire slips in). Not until mid-1963 were the black bake-lite 
topped coils introduced, though the mustard top coils were used with 
them until, apparently the stock of the older (and older appearing) 
"mustard top" coils was depleted, somewhere around '64 or '65, it 
seems. 


Thanks, however, to the general longevity of FOMOCO products, a 
good, serviceable, restorable "mustard top" can still be found, 
usually in salvage yards in vintage Falcons, Fairlanes and big 
Fords, too, of even earlier vintage. Don't forget to check out the 
old Comets, too. 


Correct "Ford Script" information decals can be found through 
Osborne Reproductions. After the coil's body has been cleaned, 
primed and repainted a nice medium blac, on of these decals can he 
slid onto the side which is exposed to view. 


Hope this information is of some help to those who prefer them 
authentic. Excellent January Newsletter. Keep up on the good job.

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Falcon comes in three body styles. The first is a four door sedan, then a Rural 
(station wagon) , and a Ranchero pick up car. The Ranchero's configuration is unusual 
in that it uses a four door's front door, Ranchero's rear quarter extensions house 66- 
77 Bronco style tail lights and a Bronco style tailgate. 
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The use of sail-wing dual mirrors have demanded elimination of the front door vent 
windows. The 62-63 Falcon Futura Sports Sedan roof line now has functional louvers in 
the rear "C" pillars, The doors are 60-63 style but new style door handles were added in 
the last few years. The deck lid remains unchanged but the restyled quarter panels and 
lights give a complete new look to the rear of the Falcon, 

Wagon and Sedan tail Lamps wrap around the corners. The upper lens is amber and are 
for directional use. In their lower inner corner is a clear reversing lens. The bottom 
half is red and used for running lights and stop lights. Both rear and front bumpers 
are narrow with black bumper guards and corner extensions, Front and rear splash pans 
are used, 

The hood's scoop design now runs down over the front hood edge as stylist did with 
the 1967 Thunderbird, A horizontal bar grill has the corporate Ford oval centered on it. 
Large rectangular single headlamps are set slightly deeper from the grill. Amber driving 
and turn signals wrap around into the front fender corners, 

The instrument panel appears very modern, In-dash air conditioning is available, A 
tachometer is standard and so is a trip odometer, An anolog clock positions where the 
optional day/date-elapse time clock does. Even an AM-FM radio with cassette player is 
optional. The steering colum has the ignition inter lock system, 

Interior trim is totally unfamiliar to the Falcon fan, The seats contour to the 
body. Tall, properly angled headrest are included, Reclining bucket seats are available 
with an optional console. Floor shift or colum shift are optional. The shoulder har- 
nesses connect to the "B" pillar. 

The sedan comes in five trim levels: Taxi option, Standard, Deluxe, Ghia, and "SP" 
option, The Rural and Ranchero come only in Standard and Deluxe,

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INTRODUCIENDO EL MARVILLOSO FALCON: 
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October 8, 1959 was the day the Ford Falcon was introduced., By September of 1960, 
the Falcon XK debued in Australia. Even before then, Falcon had spawned an offspring, 
the Canadian Frontenac, By the middle of the 1960 model year, the Mercury division had 
the Comet. A confusing note is that some 1960 Edsel parts books included Comet in them. 

The original Falcon had a variety of body styles by 1963: a four door sedan, two 
door sedan, a four door sports sedan, a two door sports sedan, a four door station 
wagon, two door station wagon, Ranchero pick up car, sedan delivery, two door hardtop, 
and a convertible, The Australian Falcon ran the original body styling through 1965. 
Body styles offered by Ford of Australia were: a four door sedan, a four door sports 
sedan ( Falcon XL ), a four door station wagon, a utility pick up, a sedan delivery, 
and a two door hardtop. The utility and sedan delivery used a four door sedan front 
door, unlike the U.S. version. Reportedly seven Falcon retractible hardtops were 
produced before a fire destroyed the toolings. 

The Falcon evolved to a new form in North America and Australia. By mid 1970 the 
Falcon form disappeared with the name plate fixed to a stripped Fairlane body as a 
1970} model. 

Ford of Australia totally restyled the Falcon in 1972 and again in 1979, The 
Falcon series is still very successful in Australian Ford production today. Falcon 
offsprings were produced in North America through the 1980 model year in a variety of 
vehicles including the Lincoln Versailles, 

Few of us are aware of the fact that the original Falcon as we know it is still 
produced, Ford of Argentina produces the 1983 Falcon. The market segment has*changed. 
Falcon is not the lowest priced model but the whole major line up. The top of the line 
Ford product is the Fairlane LTD ( based on the 68-69 Fairlane ) and marketed like the 
Lincoln is here. 
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
